THE TELESCOPE JUST ,V 


HUGE EYE 


By Arthur De.V. Carpenter 


The telescope in principle is just an 


enlarged eye. Estimating that the 
pupil of the human eye is one-fifth 
of an inch In diameter, a telescope 
with an aperture of one inch would 
gather 25 times as much light as the 
eye, 
lay light gathering power 
in- 


creases as the square of the diameter. 
Applying this principle, the 36-inch 
telescope at Lick Observatory gathers 
32,400 times as much light as the hu- 
man eye, and the 40-inch refractor 
at Yerkes Observatory 40,000 times'as 
much. With such great light gather- 
ing telescopes, the brightest stars may 
be seen In the daytime.

"I thought about S10.000 each would

So I cleared out my build- 
ing entirely to the walls and built my 
station of structural ironwork, run- 
ning it up high."
